and  28  children  of  schxCo:i  age  received  che  full  course  of  protect¬ 
ive  injections,  the  prophylacti c  used  being  A.P.T.  In  addition 
over  50  children  recei^^eci  ''refresher”  doses.  By  the  end  of 
December  1944,  after  making  full  allowance  for  children  p^-'esing 
in  and  out  of  the  various  age  groups,  it  was  estimated  that  50^ 
of  children  0-5  years  and  77^$  of  children  5-15  years  were  fully 
immunised.

There  are  9  bakehouses,  ail  liavo  been,  kept  in  good  sanitary  condition 
»»  ”  22  Restaurants,  cafes  and  other  places  where  food  is 

prepared,  all  have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory  -  in  only 
two  cases,  butchers  shops  where  meat  was  cooked^had  the  proprietor’s 
attention  to  be  called  tc  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  those  were 
remedied  at  once.  The  above  number  includes  4  Fish  and  chip  shop& 
all  of  which  were  clean  and  well  kept 

Sever'd,  cases  of  poultry  kept  under  insanitary  conditions 
have  been  found. .but  considering  the  largo  number  of  small  keepers 
there  have  been  a  very  small  percentage,  and  conditions  have  always 
been  remedied  on  notice  being  sent  to  the  owners,  these  small 
holdings  must  have  made  a  considerable  contribution  to  local  food 
supplies
